Convention Hall, Kansas city—C/P) 


—The Republican national convention 
recessed at 1:30 "Wednesday afternoon 
Central time, to meet again at 7:30 
Wednesday night. 


Kansas City—OP)—Vice presidential 


bombs have popped up at the Repub- 
lican convention like mushrooms after 
a rain since Herbert Hoover accum- 
ulated his apparently winning lead in 
the presidential race and leaders were 
busy today looking over the crop. 


In the center of the field and stand- 


ing a little higher than'the host of 
other candidates was Vice President 
Dawes with Secretary Mellon and Sen- 
ator Borah giving- impetus to a boom 
already underway with public declara- 
tions for the incumbent. 


So many were the candidates and so 


strong was the Dawes movement run- 
ning, that leaders took quick cogni- 
zance of the situation and heads were 
together during the night in the "in- 
ner circle" for some preliminary study. 


Every vice presidential 
condition 


Wednesday hinged on the Hoover can- 
didacy and the field of contestants 
ranged from the eastern coast to the 
Rocky Mountains. It was the concen- 
sus that the Hoover running mate 
should come from the middle 
west 


where the agricultural problem is de- 
manding attention of the party chief- 
tains. 


However, no word was forthcoming 


from Mr. Hoover or from the Hoover 
camp. Lieutenants There emphasized 
that the commerce secretary would not 
commit himself on a vice president 
candiate at least before he was defi- 
nitely nominated and perhaps not even 
then. 


No definite word appeared to "have 


been received from Mr. Dawes as to 
his advisability, but there -were plenty 
of rumors to the effect either that he 
would accept it or would not discuss it 
which was taken as "Silence 
gives 


consent." Ed. Clifford, of Illinois, a 
close friend of Mr. Dawes, has been 
active'here in his behalf.

Kansas City—To choose a candidate 


is one thing but to make a platform 
that will reconcile the opposing fac- 
tions and groups in a political party 
is quite another. Herbert Hoover is 
the standard-bearer but the platform 
on which he will make his plea to the 
country will not this time be forgot- 
ten the moment it is published. That's 
because inside the Republican party 
is a real cleavage on the best method 
of dealing with the farm surplus. 


Practically all the political leaders 


are convinced that something concrete 
must be done to show that the Repub- 
lican national convention does not re- 
gard the farm problem as academic. 
In a sense the convention has an op- 
portunity which President 
Coolidge 


did not have. His veto of the McNary- 
Haugen bill came at a time when con- 
gress was anxious to adjourn and 
there was no time for serious consid- 
eration of alternative measures. Mr. 
Coolidge's action was principally neg- 
ative. The platform committee here 
is expected to furnish something affir- 
mative and while the making of a 
platform" is a hasty affair in conven- 
tions much time and thought have 
been given to the preparation of the 
farm plank. 
Secretary Hoover has

for the farmer what the sponsors of 
the McNary-Haugen plan hoped it 
would do for them. And the princi- 
ples of the Jardine plan will be found 
m the platform when it's finished. 
The hope now is that the farm plank 
will give many of the Republican 
groups the opportunity some of them 
have wanted to Join the Hoover band 
wagon. In the Kanssa delegation for 
instance, tho support of the Presi- 
dent's veto of the McNary-Haugen 
bill has been pronounced. 


Undoubtedly there are some groups 


that never will some int- line and 
minority reports will be filed as a 
matter of record which will not only 
mention the McNary-Haugcn bill by 
name but will support the equaliza- 
tion fee.

The draft plank prepared by admin- 


istration leaders proved to ba unac- 
ceptable to a number of the'members 
of the sub-committee and it waa "in- 
dicated that a report 
to the entii" 


committee might 
not be ready untl 


late in the afternoon with prospect! 
that the platform would not go be 
fore the convention before Thursday. 


The prohibition fight was quickly 


settled at the overnight < meeting o 
the sub-committee and it had been ex 
pected an agreement on the farm re 
lief declaration 
would 
be reached 
speedily. 


There developed, 
however, 
a de- 


mand for the re-wriling of the admin- 
istration plank calling for federal aid 
for cooperative 
marketing associa- 


tions and an upward revision of the 
tariff on farm products with demands 
that the platform contain a declara- 
tion tantamount to 
the equalization 


fee which led to the veto of the Me 
Nary-Haugen bill. 


Several other questions remained to 


bo settled and after the sub-commit, 
tee has completed its 
labors it will 


make a report to the entire commit- 
tee with prospects of a renewal of the 
fight over both

dieval dragons and monsters of yore 
in appearance. In the damage which 
they wreak upon green stuff and veg' 
etables they are far more lerce. 


Every year numerous 
insets and 


diseases supposedly harmless, develop 
an appetite for garden 
produce, as 


foreign countries ship in new varie- 
ties of their pets in seeds, bulbs and 
fruit. 


One of the most serious pests this 


season is the spruce bud worm, which 
attacks the new growth of the ever- 
green. The worm matches out as a 
moth, the female of which lays eggs 
in the tender shoots of the evergreen. 


As the larva appear, they consume 


the new green and can be detected 
by the' small shoots on the gixund 
about the tree. Several applications 
of calcium arsenate as dust or spray 
are necessary to rid the tree of the 
pest. 


The apris we have with is as usual 


every year, on sneetpeas. roses, ever- 
greens, and peonies. By spraying the 
affected plants early and often with 
a solution of nicofume or derissol, the 
ugly crawlers* xui; find the plants an 
unhealthy location for their opera- 
tions. - 


The rose bushes also need a bar- 


rage of slug shot to cure them of the 
slug before it is too late. A yellowing ' 
on the leaves indicates that mildew 
has arrived and should be treated 
•with flowers of sulphur.

The currant worm has also started i 


its work on the new leaves of thr, 
bushes 
and can be disposed of best 


with a. choking cloud of 
slug shot 


Although other 
insects and dis- , 


eases have not yet appeared in thci

gical removaJ. or by Ihs use of other 
methods. Because the tumor is not

localized in the Bitter Roof-valley of 
Montana and a few areas of Idaho, 
"Wyoming and Colorado, four 
lives 


and more than '.0 years of study have 
been expended in the effort to over- 
come it 
With the development of a 


vaccine by Drf R. R. Spencer, now In 
charge of the, work, important prog- 
ress seems to have been made, but 
much remains to be done. 


Dr. T. B. McClintic, who died In 


1912 while in charge of the field lab- 
oratory set up to combat the disease 
at Hamilton. M^pt., was the first of 
the government scientists killed by 
the exceptionally virulent germs. The 
latest was A. Veroy Kerlee, who grad- 
uated at the Montana State college 
less than a year ago and was work- 
ing as a bacteriological assistant to 
earn funds for a medical course. 


Kerlee, like all of the laboratory 


workers and many of the residents of 
the affected localities, had been vac- 
cinated against the disease. His death, 
February 14, established that, while 
the vaccine apparently immunizes a 
large number who take it into their 
blood, it is not wholly effective. 


The first to test the vaccine was 


Dr. Spencer, himself. He was put m 
charge of the 
spotted fever 
work 


about seven years ago. After sev- 
eral years investigating the disease 
in the field and laboratory, he evolved 
the Idea of a preventive vaccine. Ma- 
ny tedious and disappointing experi- 
ments followed, for the 
germ has 


eluded complete analysis, but finally 


he reached the point where he was 
able to immunize guinea pigs and 
monkeys. 


Then, although he knew that a vic- 


tim of the disease had only one or 
two' chances in ten to survive, he 
vaccinated himself and Injected some 
of the deadly germs 
into bis own 


blood. The vaccination was effective 
and since that experiment only one 
person, Karlee, has died of the disease 
after receiving the injection. Others 
who have been vaccinated against the 
germs have contracted the disease, 
but invariably in a much milder form 
than usual. 


Until about two years ago, when 


vaccination of residents of the affect- 
ed area began on a large scale, be- 
tween 60 and 100 cases \vere reported 
annually, with the death rate at times 
mounting to 50 per cent. Relatively 
few cases have been reported recently, 
however, and health service officials 
are daring to hope that the disease, 
which Is communicated by wood ticks

The 
new iato of postage for air mall aril- 
clrs beginning Aug. 1, will bo C cents 
for the flrst ounce and 10 cents for 
each additional ounce.
